We have, befides the former, Marle, 
Lime, Mooring, and Wreck, with feveral others, 
shich are all, in different Soils, very good tor Flax, 
nd fome of them, perhaps, more valuable than 
Dung. Dung, if not fufficiently old and rotten, | is 
x to throw up Weeds in great Quantity, and 
ereby not only increafes the Expence of Weed- 
ing, but befides, injures the Flax: Whilft Marle, 

ime, and Sea-Wreck, are free from this Incon- 
niency, and preferable upon that Account. This 
Particular is of great Moment, and fhould always 
e attended to by the Husbandman, in the Choice 
fhis Manures: Weeds are deftruétive to all 
rops, but are fo efpecially to Flax, which fuffers 
reatly from them, both in itsGoodnefs and its 
uantity. 
‘In the Tillage of the Ground I fhall be more 
tinute, becau'e 1 am afraid there lye fome Pre- 
dices againft the Method I defign to recommend, 
hich nothing can fo effectually remove, as an 
xact Account of the Dutch and Flemith Husbandry 
nthis Particular. 

In Zealand, where the ILands are fuch as, I thint:, 
he belt for Flax, deep, Riff, wet, and clayey; they 
ake two different Methods to bring them into 
proper Order. They either give Ley Grounds 
htee, four, or more ploughings,. with a Summer- 
allowing ; or, prepare them forthe Flax by pre- 
etding Crops in the following Manner: After 
woper dunging, and two or more ploug!1ogs, 
ney take a Cros of Corn off their Lands; tae next 
tartthey plant them with Madder, which remains 
‘0 Years in the Ground - and the fourth Year, 
ney fow Flax in ir. By thefe Means the Ground 
well broke: For, befides the two Ploughings for 
m Corn-crop, and the natural Fermentation of 
he Dung, with feveral additional Ploughings, 
mctimes five, beftowed upon the Madder, toge- 
nt with many more to earth it up as it grows ; 
‘re ts, after thefe, the digging of the Ground to 
eit up: All which reduce the Soil to fuch a 
pec of Finenefs, as, I believe, is feldom equal’d 
Chils Country :

To confirm what I have now advanced, cis ob- 
“4c, that in thofe Parts of Flanders, where 


they have Veins of Clay, as particularly about 
Courtray, they {ow their Flax upon Ley Grounds 
immediately after a Summér and Winter Fallow: 
As they do not deal in Madder, Flax is their firft 
Crop, and they — the Soil for it, by many 
fucceflive P ings. Even in the drieft and 
lighteft Soils, which are capable of bearing Flex, 
as are thofe about Mechlin, Antwerp, Ghent and 
Bruges, and, indeed, moft Parts of Flanders, they 
think three Ploughings neceflary, and never fow 
their Flax withoutfo many at leaft, and a Summer- 
fallowing. 
* We are told, that in Ireland good Crops of Flax 
have been had from one Ploughing on Ley Grounds : 
For my own Part, I much doubr, if ever we have 
had what would be efteemed a good Acre of Flax 
in Zealand or Flanders; I declare I never could {ee 
one, and I take the Reafon to proceed from our Igno- 
rance in the Chioce of proper Soil, and Negligence 
in giving it the proper Tillage: And, indeed, 
were Ito give my Opinion freely, I think we have 
hitherto been greatly defeGive in almoft all the 
Branches of Husbandry ; particularly, we have 
€ till’d our Lands bur fuperficially before they have 
‘ been fown. Our Grounds defigned for Wheat 
‘ have not been labour’d as thole in neighbouring 
* Countries generally are, and our Crops have been 
‘ proportionably {mall: Neverthelefs, even upon them, 
4-there has been more Expence and Pains beftowed 
‘ than have been allowed the Ground lJaid our for 
‘ Plax: Surely, it is Timé to roufe ourfelves from 
‘ this inactive State! Shall we, who muft depend fo 
* much upon the Linen Manufacture, indulge our 
€ Sloth and Indolentce at fo dear a Rate, and negleét 
* the tilling of our Lands in a proper, though fome- 
* what more laborious Manner, when, fot only the 
* publick Welfare would be promoted by it, but the 
‘ privatc Advantage and Profit arifing from Flax and 
« Fiax-Seed, would fo vaftly exceed what may be ex- 
* pected from any other Harveft. No Farmer would 
*fow Wheat in the carelefs Manner, in which we 
‘ bave hitherto fown Flax, and expeét a tolerable 
* Crop; and certainly Flax will bear the Expence of 
‘ many Ploughings and Fallowing much better than 
either Wheat or Burley, 


Tam, &c. 
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An Extra& from the Hiftory of the Pope's, beginning 
qvith the Ninth Century, being the fecond Part of a 
celebrated Hiflory lately printed at the Hague, by 

_H. Schaurleer._ : 

* HE Romi Church was not only degenerated, 
burt entirely corrupted before the Beginning of 

the Ninth Century, and her Human Ceremonies, full 
of Superftition, were introduced into almoft © all 

Churches, together with the Pope‘s Supremacy. The 

Bifhops were permitted to refu'e Obedience to their 

Metropotitans, and to appeal from them to the Pope. 

The Popes, for their Part, found Means to free 

themfelves from the Yoke of the Eaftern Emperors, 

their lawful Sovereigns ; which was efiected partly 
by Fraud, and partly by Force. To this End, the 

Protection of the Kings of France, whom they knew 

how to manage with great Dexterity, was of no little 

Service to them. The whole Bufinefs of Religion, 

confifted in Submiffion to the Papal Authority: Ado- 

ration of Images, Confecration of Churches, Church 

Ornaments, Invocation of Saints, the Gregorian 

Hymn, Organs, the Solemnity of the Mafs, the Ce- 

lebacy of the Priefts, Vows and gare oe The 

Clergy were, exeeflive Ignorant. In the Choice of 

Bifhops, no Scrutiny was made either into their 

Doétrine or Manners. Thev had all che neceflary 

Qualifications, if they could bur fay the Lord's 

Prayer and the Creed, and fing Mafs and the Hymns 

appointed to be fung in the Church. 

This Superftitious Worfhip, ‘ris true, did not pre- 
vail every where. The Eaftern Church would futter 
no Images, but break them. The Galliean Church 
continued long of Opinion, that they oughr neither 
to be worfhip’d nor broken. ‘The {nfallibility of the 
Pope, was not yet fo generally received by that 
Church, but that two pious Princes, Charles the 
Great and St. Lewis, together with fome of the moft 


Learned of the French Cleray, were ef Opinion, that 
the Pope had bewray'd his Fallibility i Ae Cale of 
Image-worfhip. They were not of Optfion, that 
the Decrees of a Council, that the Pope called a 
general one, and had affifted at by his Levate, were 
to be received on Pain of eternal Dumnetion. On 
this Occafion, the Author makes this Refleécion, 
that if Princes, Bithops, and Councils, (patticularly 
that of Paris) might then reject Image worthip as 
Superftirious, withour being fligmatiz’dtur Hereticks, 
or punifh'd with Excommunication ; we sre fill free 
to follow their Example. For in Matters of Religion, 
what is once lawful, muft always be fo ; forsfmuch as 
the Divine Laws are not fubject to the Whimfeys and 
Caprices of Men. 

It likewife appears from feveral Inflances, that in 
the Middle of the Tenth Century, People were not 
yet convinced, that the Pope had th- full Power of 
Binding and Loofing.. A certain Earl in Lupland, 4 
Man of great Power, had married his Niece, and 
refufed to put her away, tho’ Dunftan, Archbifhop 
of (4 terbury, had. three Times admonithed him fo 
to dv ; upon which he was forbidden the Church. 
The Earl had recourfe to the King, defirine his Pro- 
tection from the roo great Severiry of the Arehbithop. 
Accordingly the King writ to him ro take off the 
Cenfure. Bat che Arciubihhop, admiring that the 
King fhould fuffer himfelf to be mifled by the Earl, 
did his utmoft to bring th: Ear) co fub: i, by re- 
prefenttag to him, thac he had added to his -firft 
Offence the Crime of mifleading the Kieg by faife 
Infinuations: But feeing that he grew more obftinate, 
he excommunicated him. This fo far exalperated 
the Earl, that he ient fome body to Rawe,and having 
by his Prefents gain’d over fome of the Roman Clergy 
to eipoufe his Inrereft, he obzain’d an Order from 
the Pope to the Archbifhop to re admit him to the 
Communion of the Church. Upon this, the Arch- 
bifhop made no Scrupie to fav, Jf I fre any Tokens of 
his Repentance, I jhall obey the Pope ; but God forbid 
that I jhould take off the Excommunicaticn of the Church, 
fo lone as Le cortinues in his Sins, or that ary wortal Man 
jheuld hinder me from obeying God. Which Anfwer is 
a Proof, that the Arc):bifhop was not fully convinced 
of the Pope's univer{al Supremacy. 

In the Ninth Century, we tind rhe noted Hiftory, 
or Fable, of Pope Foam, the Probabilicy of which is 
aflerted by many, and denied by many orhers, among 
whom are two learned Proteftants, Blonde! and Bayle. 
Our Author rakes ir to be a Fable, tho’ he conféffes
